CAMPANELLI & CARDI GO BACK 
15 MONTHS 

The firm of Campanelli & Car- 
di, contractors on Route 93, 
15 months ago started neyo- 
tiations with the foard of 
Selectmen leading to the es- 
tublishment of a gravel pit on 
land of Henry Mastermarino, off 
West Street. 

The Town Engineer prepared 8 
plan that the Selectmen were 
willing to approve, but it was 
rejected by C&C engineers. The 
plan called for removal of 
ledge, where exposed. 

A few weeks later the Town 
Engineer discovered that il- 
legal operations were going on 
in the Mastermarino area, and 
an injunction from the Court 
stopped the gravel operations. 
This week Campanelli & Cardi, 
through Mr. Campanelli, went 
back 15 months, and accepted 
the town’s proposal. 

Pending a Foard of Appeals 
hearing, Thursday night, C&c 
have agreed to run the Master- 
marino pit according to the 
town’s ideas. 

350,000 yards Needed 

Campanelli was accompanied by 
Atty Richard Sheppherd, and 
Jack Ryan, Wighway Superintend 
ent and Engineer. 
Ryan told the Selectmen that 
approximately 350,000 yards of 
erevel and fill was still 
needed for the highway, which 
is now 85% complete. 

He estimated that he could 
get 150,000 yards from the 
Mastermarino property, and 
still stay within the Select- 
men’s limitations. 

The firm also desires to re- 
weve gravel and fill from pro- 
perty of Ernest Eames, and of 
George Dunn of Wakefield, and 
has petitioned the Board of 
Appeal The hearing is to be 
heard tonight. 

The Selectmen told C&C to 
‘look at the Mastermarino: pro- 
perty first, and then maybe 
we'll look at Eames & Dunn’.

Mr. Gildart has declared war 
on the price structure of the 
major yas companies, which 
charge Wilmington dealers 2 
cents a gallon mre than they 
charge Reading dealers. 
Pointing out that the people 
of Wilmington are being robbed 
by this practice if they shop. 
at home, ‘and that the gas 
dealers of Wilmington are

Frank Tanner 
who introduced the gravel legislation at the 
behest of our Board of Selectmen. The last move 
was that of Selectman Frank Hagerty, who moved, 
and the Selectmen voted unanimously, to thank 
both Reps Tanner and Donohue, and Senator Mad- 
den for their "fine non-partisan" efforts on 
behalf of the Town of Wilmington, with refer- 
ence to the passage of the "gravel law". 

And, immediately after the Governor signed 
the law, when Rep Donohue made the announcement 
he stated that "it was the telegrams that did 
it". Mr.° Donohue was referring to the telegrams 
that had been sent by our Selectmen, and the 
people who had attended the Baldwin Club "Gra- 
vel Forum". 

And, we think we are not in error when we 
say that the people in this Machine are not to 
be counted in the Baldwin Club. 

And, as for the Bootleg Gravel Pit, which 
now seems to be Termite's Heaven, seeing how 
many of them have been pointing at it with 
pride, in the past week or so. 

Mr. Ruggerio was granted a license by the 
Board. of Selectmen.’ He refused to accept that 
license. He refused to submit a contour plan. 
He operated in defiance to the law. He was fi- 
nally stopped after several days of deliberate 
delay, by a court-issued injunction.

| The public, largely, is unaware of the ten- 
sions existing today among our grocery store 
and supermarket operators — a tension that is 
not easing with the eminent construction of 
three more supermarkets in Wilmington. 

Our Board of Selectmen, with all the good 
intentions in the world, have increased those 
tensions. 

They have ruled, perhaps unofficially, but 
nevertheless with decision, that the "small" 
stores can be open on Sunday, but the "large" 
ones cannot. They refused a Sunday license to 
Stevens Supermarket. They revoked a Sunday 1li- 
cense to Lucci's, and they refused to issue me 
to Elia's Country Store. 

Their idea, plainly, 
fellow needs protection. 

We don't quite agree - in fact we think the 
Selectmen are wrong - very mich so. 

The Sunday Laws (except for the "Kosher" 
feature recently decided by the Supreme Court) 
are equally applicable to all. The Selectmen, 
in deciding for the "small" stores are being 
unfair. 

Presumably the "small" stores sell only 
bread, milk, tobacco and Sunday papers. Actual- 
ly most of them engage in the sale of meat, 
which is strictly forbidden by the Sunday laws. 

Some of our "smaller" stores, Elia's Busy 
Corner, and Tattersall's, for instance, are 
owned by people who are in the one business on+ 
ly.

Others are owned by people who might be 
called "moonlighters". Mamma, so as to speak, 
packs Daddy's lunch. He goes off to work, and 
Mamma tends the store. Then, when Daddy comes 
home in the evening, he takes over while Mamma 
cooks the family supper. 

In protecting the "small" stores our Select- 
men are actually being discriminating. 

Either the law is to be obeyed, or it is to 
be ignored. Neither the Board of Selectmen, nor 
the Police, nor anyone else can take it into 
their hands to enforge "halfway" measures. 

Any store that applies for a Sunday license 
should get it, if any are to. Either that, or 
no Sunday licenses at all. 

And if Sunday licenses are to be granted, 
the storeowiers should be policed, to make sure 
they sell only those things that the law allows

Parker, ineidently, pled for a chance to 
"shoot it out" with the local police - a most 
foolhardy plea, considering Sheppard's deserved 
reputation as a marksman.
